engaged in the SEI, with a view to determining the immediate and long-term plans for the SEI .

apply; and e) reporting all the above annually to Parliament and that the Chair of the Committee report 
this motion to the House . 


Lynne Yelich moved, — That the motion be amended by replacing the word “recommend” with the 
words “study the impact” and the word “motion“ with the word “study”. 


By unanimous consent, after debate, the question was put on the amendment of Lynne Yelich and it was 
agreed to.

2. Section 87.6 of the Act’. 


RULING BY THE CHAIR 
The amendment seeks to amend section 87.4 of the Canada Labour Code. 


House of Commons Procedure and Practice states at page 654: “... an amendment is inadmissible if it 
amends a statute that is not before the committee or a section of the parent Act unless it is specifically 
being amended by a clause of the bill.” 


Since section 87.4 of the Canada Labour Code is not being amended by Bill C-257, it is inadmissible to 
propose such an amendment.
